County board snafus 
trailer park rezoning 



Employing the legal system is not always 
the easiest, shortest or cheapest way to settle 
a legal controversey. 

So Martin DeFoor, owner of the Old Port 
Cove Marina and trailer park found out when 
he decided to use legal procedures instead of 
moving the trailers that were red tagged by 
the Lake County Zoning Board because of a 
zoning impropriety on five of the 25 acres he 
owns that house a resort and trailers. 

The zoning controversey that started last 
spring was settled by the Lake County Board 
when it unanimously voted to deny DeFoor's 
request to rezone those five acres of Bluff 
Lake Rd. in Antioch Township. 

Through an error the five acres were not 
zoned resort residential like the rest of the 
property making DeFoor' s present use of it 
as a trailer park illegal. 

DeFoor thought that it would be an easy 
process to have the property rezoned so that

Before all the pollution controls and the 
landfill problems, the local dumpsites used 
to be a sort of rummage shopping area. 

Remember when you could take something

Chopping everything up and mailing it to 
our enemies in pieces was another thought 
but that too proved to be too expensive. 

Let's face it there is some garbage you just 
can't throw a way 1 

Maybe modern technology has made our 
lives easier in some ways, aquiring new 
items gets easier and easier but getting rid of 
the old is getting to be almost impossible! 

The only solution we came-up with was to 
split all the leftovers between the "kids," 
each having the responsibility of their 
disposal.
